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Tighter Tests are Proposed 
Before Development is OK’d

The Prince Georges County Planning D apartment has 
drafted new regulations and legislation defining the stand¬ 
ards for adequate public facilities that developers must 
meet before approval is granted for proposed developments. 

There will be a public hearing Punk said that the developer 
before the Planning Board on has long had the option of con¬ 
tributing to facility expansion 
in order to obtain approval. 
However, the new proposal con¬ 
tains explicit guidelines govern¬ 
ing these contributions to en¬ 
sure equal treatment of all ap¬ 
plicants. 

Also on the tape, Ray Palfry 
explained additional changes to 
the transportation facilities test. 
He said these changes reflect 
changes in the zoning laws as 
well as the introduction of ma¬ 
terial from the new Highway 
Capacity Manual. 

Currently, the APF calls for 
examining the closest major in¬ 
tersection. Under the now pro¬ 
posals all major intersections 
and roadway links close to the 
project must be examined. 

Under the proposed legisla¬ 
tion the lifespan of a prelimin¬ 
ary plat would be reduced from 
seven to four years. Funk said 
this is necessary to prevent the 
“warehousing” of plats observ¬ 
ed throughout the county. Public 
testimony at the March 24 
hearing will be solicited from 
individuals and organizations 
with a three (3) minute time 
limit for individuals and five (5) 
minutes for persons representing 
organizations.

General registration for open¬ 
ings in most Prince Georges 
County magnet schools for the 
1988-89 school year will be held 
on Friday, March 25, from 4 
to 8 p.m, at Largo High School, 
6C5 Largo Rd., Upper Marlboro. 
All applications for the general 
registration process will be ac¬ 
cepted on a first come, first 
served basis, within desegrega¬ 
tion guidelines. 

The registration process will 
be streamlined and coordinated 
to ensure a relatively quick and 
smooth op nation. School syst¬ 
em administrators and staff 
members will be present to ans¬ 
wer questions and guide people 
through the admissions proced¬ 
ures. 

Detailed directions for the 
general applications process are 
included in the 1988 edition of 
the “School System of Choices” 
announcement brochure which 
has been mailed to all house¬ 
holds in the county.

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Prime Cable to Ofter Rationale lor 
Rate Hike With PG Commission

Prime Cable officials are 
expected to clarify their new 
television rates for the Uni¬ 
versal service tier before the 
Prince Georges County Ca¬ 
ble Commission next Mon¬ 
day, March 21 at 6 p.m. The 
meeting will be held in the 
County Administration 
Building in Upper Marlboro. 

A number of Greenbelt and 
northern county cable subscrib¬ 
ers have already voiced their 
outrage over Prime's recent an¬ 
nouncement of a steep 300% 
increase for installing the Uni¬ 
versal tier, the lowest level of 
service. The tier provides 27 
channels that include network, 
independent and Public Broad¬ 
casting originating from Wash¬ 
ington and Baltimore. This tier 
offers a variety of local and 
public access channels, in¬ 
cluding Greenbelt and County 
Council meetings and education¬ 
al and public service programs. 

The new rates initially quoted 
by Prime for installation of the 
Universial service ranged from 
$150 to $350, depending on who 
at Prime was disseminating in¬ 


formation. Last Friday, how¬ 
ever, Prime's public relaions of¬ 
ficer Jacqueline Moore told he 
News Review that the confusion 
in prices had been resolved and 
that the installation cost for the 
Universal tier will rise from its 
present $25 to $99.50, with the 
subscriber being given owner¬ 
ship of a converter designed for 
the Universal tier only. Main¬ 
tenance will be provided by 
Prime. However, no refund will 
be given if the subscriber later 
wishes to upgrade from the Uni¬ 
versal service to, for example, 
Cable Plus. 

Source of Increase 

This increase in Universal's in¬ 
stallation charge Moor,e said, 
was orderd by Prime's head¬ 
quarters in Texas. It will apply 
both to new subscribers to Uni¬ 
versal and to those subscribers 
who wish to downgrade their 
present level of service from, for 
example, Cable Plus, to Univer¬ 
sal. In the latter case. Prime 
will reclaim the Cable Plus con¬ 
verter, for which the subscriber 
paid a nominal installation 
charge, and will charge the new 
$99.50 fee to install the more 
limited capacity converter. 


Under the new rate policy, 
Prime has also reduced the $7.95 
Universal tier monthly fee to 
$3. This will benefit some 400 
families in the northern sector 
of the county who are already 
subscribing to Universial, 58 of 
them in Greenbelt. In the city 
there are a total of 3,140 sub¬ 
scribers to various levels of ser¬ 
vice. 

According to Linda Sykes, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant for the 
Prince Georges County Cable 
Television Commission, Prime 
had recently given the county a 
figure of $350 for installation of 
the Universal tier. The new in¬ 
stallation charge for Universal 
was not included on a schedule 
of Prime service charges and 
monthly rates (effective Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1988) that was given to 
the county. However, among 
those which were listed were the 
$3 Universal monthly fee, a $25 
charge for “Installing a Primary 
Outlet” and a $9.95 charge each 
for “Change of Service” and 
“Transfer of Service.” The lat¬ 
ter charges, Moore explained, re¬ 
ferred to the higher level tiers. 

The Cable Commission is the

Roosevelt Center Design Proposals 
Are Termed Admirable, Sensitive

The good feeling genera¬ 
ted by the city's 50th anni¬ 
versary celebration seemed 
to carry over into a public 
hearing held on Thursday 
evening, March 10, in which 
the landscape architectural 
firm of Coffin & Coffin and 
architect Francis D, Leth¬ 
bridge presented proposals 
for redevelopment of the 
Roosevelt Center, Together 
with their oral presenta¬ 
tions, the design collabora¬ 
tors also made available two 
printed proposals, The Mas¬ 
ter Plan and Architectural 
Guidelines, each containing 
numerous illustrations of 
past, present, and proposed 
future features of the cen¬ 
ter area. 

By the end of the evening, var¬ 
ious members of the audience 
and the Greenbelt city council 
were praising the design con¬ 
cepts they had heard presented

with phrases like “admirable” 
and “sensitive.” Councilmem- 
ber Antoinette Bram seemed to 
sum up the feeling of those pre¬ 
sent when she said, “We did not 
expect something this good.” 

Both Laurence Coffin and Leth¬ 
bridge, who explained their re¬ 
spective proposals, began their 
comments with words of praise 
for the original designers of 
Greenbelt and the coherence and 
unity of the plan which had 
been carried out in the commer¬ 
cial center. Lethbridge spoke of 
the “tremendous history, with 
sociological and architectural 
importance of a representative 
period of history that is fast be¬ 
ing erased visually. I can think 
of no other group of buildings,” 
he said, “which so well preserve 
that era. It was a new vision 
of what a community of this sort 
should be.” 

Among the goals and object¬ 
ives which the Coffins emphasiz¬ 
ed in their report were: 1) to 
preserve and strengthen the or¬ 
iginal planning concept through 
design improvements of the 
Roosevelt Center; 2) to preserve 
and enhance the historic design 
features; and 3) to improve both, 
the visual and functional rela¬ 
tionship of the center to the rest 
of the city. 

Their report particularly ad¬ 
dressed the problem of provid¬ 
ing additional parking in the 
center area, which was deemed 
necessary to the economic via¬ 


bility of the commercial space. 
Choosing the design alternative 
for the east and west parking 
areas most favored at a previ¬ 
ous public hearing — with park¬ 
ing aisle_s changed from their 
present north-south alignment 
to an east-west direction — the 
Coffins were able to offer at least 
60 more spaces than currently 
exist. At the same time, with 
judicious use of trees and shrub 
plantings, they were able to im¬ 
prove traffic flow and screen the 
parking areas from the view a- 
long Crescent and Centerway. 

Another major feature of the 
design changes they recommend 
is to open up the view from the 
center mall across the wood¬ 
lands beside the swimming pool. 
They suggest removing the row 
of evergreens behind the statue 
to restore the distant view : 
while at the same time screen¬ 
ing the parking below with a 
low parapet. The present steep 
stairs along the west wall of the 
Co-op building would be remov¬ 
ed and new diagonal walkways, 
crossing at a level place m the 
center of the green space be¬ 
tween the Co-op and the profes¬ 
sional building would be substi¬ 
tuted. They also recommend inr 
proving pedestrian access from 
both the east and west parking 
areas to the mall with canopied 
walkways, an idea which first 
surfaced during the charette two

the proposal on Thursday, March

The changes and the reasons 
for them have been explained 
in a videotape prepared by the 
Planning Dept. On that tape 
John Funk said the changes 
were necessary to resolve per¬ 
ceived weaknesses in the current 
regulations. 

One major change is to re¬ 
define when facilities are consid¬ 
ered “programmed.” Developers 
can obtain approval for their 
projects despite inadequate 
transportation, police or fire fa¬ 
cilities as long as improvements 
to these facilities are program¬ 
med. Funk said the legal inter¬ 
pretation of the current regula 
tion does not distinguish be¬ 
tween “improvements program¬ 
med for completion within a rea¬ 
sonable time” and those pro¬ 
grammed for study, land acqui¬ 
sition or partial construction. 

Under the proposal, fire and 
police facilities would be consi¬ 
dered programmed only if ICO 
percent of the construction funds 
are included in the first three 
years of the county Capital Im¬ 
provements Program (CIP). 
Transportation facilities would 
be classed as programmed only 
if 75 percent of the construction 
funds are budgeted in the six 
year CIP or the state Consoli¬ 
dated Transportation Program. 

In addition, Funk said the new 
rules would clarify the degree 
to which previously approved 
but still vacant development 
proposals should be taken into 
account in the Adequate Public 
Facilities (APF) test. Stand¬ 
ards have been introduced to 
measure the adequacy of police 
and fire services, as well as the 
previously tested water and 
sewerage facilities. 

CFG Will Discuss BARC, 
Parkway Improvements

Trees Can Be Adopted 

Over the past three years, 
over 275 trees were planted as 
part of the Adopt-A-Tree pro¬ 
gram of the 50th Anniversary 
celebration. In an effort to con¬ 
tinue the level of public support 
for tree planting that occurred 
with this program, the Green¬ 
belt parks department is con¬ 
tinuing the program through 
which citizens can purchase 
trees for planting. 

These trees may be purchased 
for planting on public land in¬ 
cluding the curb strip in front 
of homes. In the case of curb 
strip, there must be sufficient 
clearing for planting. City 
crews will plant these trees free 
of charge. The names of people 


donating trees to be planted on 
public property and the location 
of their tree will be published 
after spring planting is complet¬ 
ed. 

This year, four areas in the 
city have been identified for 
donated trees: 

1) Springhill Lake Area - 
Bradford pears are needed a- 
long ’ Edmonston Road to screen 
the view of the Beltway ramp. 

2) Greenbelt East - white pin¬ 
es and dogwoods will be planted 
in several areas on the edges of 
wooded buffer strips. 

3) “Buddy” Attick park - pink 
and white dogwoods will contin¬ 
ue to be planted in suitable ar¬ 
eas along the lake shore. 

4) Greenbelt Cemetery - pink, 
white and kousa dogwoods will 


be planted along the edges of 
the woods. 

This year all trees purchased 
will be container grown. Trees 
grown in this fashion have their 
entire root system when trans¬ 
planted and, therefore, trans¬ 
plant shock is greately reduced. 
Container grown trees are, how¬ 
ever, slightly more expensive 
and this is the reason for the 
increased cost of trees offered 
in this year’s program.

Dr. James Russell Foster, 78, a retired entomologist at 
the University of Maryland and a long-time Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent, died of cancer at his home on March 9. 

Foster was born in Spring- 
field, Kentucky. He received his 


B.A. and M.A, from the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, attended the 
University of Chicago and re¬ 
ceived a doctorate from Ohio 
State University in entomology. 



During World War II he serv¬ 
ed five years in Europe, and a 
few years later returned to ac¬ 
tive duty and served in the Ko¬ 
rean conflict. He retired about 
1965 as a lieutenant colonel in 
the Army Reserve. 

Dr. Foster was a member of 
the Reserve Officers Association. 
He served as State President of 
the Department of ROA, Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges Chapter and Chairman of 
the Committee for ROTC Affairs 
of the Department of Maryland 
ROA. 

Dr, Foster joined the staff at 
the University of Maryland in 
1948. later transferring to the 
Maryland Department of Agri¬ 
culture from which he retired in 
1974. He was a member of the 
Washington Torch Club. 

In 1959, Dr. Foster moved to 
Greenbelt. For many years he 
was an active lay leader in St. 
Hugh’s Catholic Church. From 
1978 to 1985 he served as chair¬ 
man of the parish council's fin¬ 
ance committee where he devel¬ 
oped the annual budget for par¬ 
ish activities. As president of 
the St. Vincent DePaul Society 
he was regularly called on to as¬ 
sist those in need and often took 
the initiative himself. He was al¬ 
so an officer in the DistriJ, 
Council of St. Vincent DePaul. 
More recently he served on the 
finance committee and as eucha- 
ristic minister for the Catholic 
Community of Greenbelt. Jo¬ 
seph Loftus. who worked with 
him in church affairs, character¬ 
ized Dr. Foster as “a fine gen¬ 
tleman — very kindly, soft-spo¬ 
ken and even-tempered.'’ 

Dr. Foster also served Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. for almost 20 
years. He was a member of the 
advisory zoning (1965 66) and 
land use (1967-70) committees. 
Elected to the Audit Commit¬ 
tee from 1970 to 1973, he served 
as chairman for the last two 
years. In 1974. Dr. Foster was 
elected to the GHI Board of Di¬ 
rectors. He served as treasurer 
of the corporation and finance 
chairman through 1980. He 
again served on the finance com¬ 
mittee in 1983, 

Dr. Foster joined with others 
interested in establishing a new 
community-based cooperative to 
take control of Greenbelt’s Co-

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Prime Cable to Offer Rationale 


(Continued from page one) 
county body responsible for mon¬ 
itoring the cable system in unin¬ 
corporated areas of the county. 
Metrovision has the franchise in 
the southern section, Prime in 
the northern sector. Municipal¬ 
ities have been awarded their 
own franchises and have indi¬ 
vidual contract with the cable 
communications operators. 
Greenbelt's franchise was a- 
warded to Storer Cable in Jan¬ 
uary 1982 for a period of 15 
years. Later, Storer sold the 
system to Prime. 

City Gets Involved 
When Prime advised the city 
in February of a $150 installa¬ 
tion fee for Universal, the city 
informed residents in the Feb¬ 
ruary 18 News Review of 
Prime's action by stating: “The 
difference in installation charges 
(between the lowest-priced Uni¬ 
versal tier and the next higher 
level service, Cable Plus tier) is 
significant and city staff is con¬ 
ducting further investigations 
into the situation." 


Prime personnel have pointed 
out that the increase in the Uni¬ 
versal service tier has come a- 
bout because subscribers in the 
higher level tiers are subsidizing 
the Universal subscribers' share 
of maintaining the cable. Fur¬ 
thermore, the Prime representa¬ 
tives indicate that the increased 
charge and the new “one-cable 
converter" will help to restrict 
subscribers to the Universal tier 
channels and to discourage sub¬ 
scribers from using the cable 
system as a substitute for an 
antenna. The new rate, they say 
was based on the cost of an an¬ 
tenna. (It should be noted that 
a conventional antenna would 
not be able to deliver public ac¬ 
cess programs.) 

Prime Cable has not made 
clear the effective date for its 
changes relating to the Univer¬ 
sal tier installation charge. 

City Response 

The city council at its March 
21 meeting is expected to be 
critical of the increased rates 
for the same reasons they voted

unanimously in December 1986 
to protest rate hikes in the var¬ 
ious tiers. At that time, coun¬ 
cil described the increases as 
unreasonable, in particular, the 
elimination of the original free 
Universal service, which gave 
Greenbelters entre to public and 
community service programs as 
promised by Storer in their 
franchise proposal. The new 
monthly fee in 1986 was estab¬ 
lished at $7.95 with a nominal 
installation fee for which the 
Universal subscriber received a 


converter that was owned and 
maintained by Prime. 

However, there is now little 
that municipalities could and can 
do with respect to rate setting. 
The rules of the game have 
changed from the time franchis¬ 
es were awarded. The 1984 Ca¬ 
ble Act (as of December 30, 
1986) took away rate-setting re¬ 
sponsibilities and rights from 
municipalities, and cable comp¬ 
anies are now free to set their 
own rates.

‘‘Only Mr. Edgar Allen Poe 
could have done this place jus¬ 
tice,” murmurs an appalled 
Blanche DuBois, as she flutters 
into the shabby apartment oc¬ 
cupied by her sister Stella and 
brother-in-law Stanley Kowal¬ 
ski. The two women had seen 
“better days,” having grown up 
on a plantation which is now 
lost through foreclosure. 

Blanche cannot understand 
Stella’s satisfaction with her 
marriage and her love for her 
abusive husband. Even before 
meeting him Blanche derides his 
lower class background and his 
Polish descent. In an alcoholic 
haze, she is alternately insulting 
and flirtatious. Indeed, while 
assuming an air of great inno 
cence and fragility, she automat¬ 
ically becomes seductive with 
every male she encounters, not 
excluding young boys. Expelled 
from her teaching position, des¬ 
titute and desperate, Stella is 
entirely at the mercy of her lov¬ 
ing but helpless sister, whose 
husband, Stanley, is both re¬ 
pelled and attracted to Blanche. 

As portrayed by Halle Eave- 
lyn, Blanche emerges as both pa¬ 
thetic and endearing, Rhoden 
Skyles II is aggressively virile 
as Stanley Kowalski, The very 
attractive Cheryl Stepanek man¬ 
ages to play the meek sister 
Stella with sweetness which is 
not cloying. David Wilson plays 
Mitch, Blanche’s suitor, portray¬ 
ing him as a gentle, ingenuous 
character. Among the rest of 
the cast, Eunice Hubbell is par¬ 
ticularly effective as the upstairs 
neighbor. 

The director, Mike Stepowany, 
is to be complimented on the 
smoothness of this production.

years ago. 

One design idea which city 
manager James K, Giese partic¬ 
ularly emphasized for prompt 
decision-making by the council 
since it would be urgent for de¬ 
sign planning, was the Coffins' 
suggested redesign of Center¬ 
way, with somewhat changed 
driveway access into the two 
parking lots. 

Redevelopment of the Buildings 

Lethbridge, who described the 
center buildings as “basically 
sound," emphasized restoring 
them to an appearance as near 
as possible to their original 
state. He particularly stressed 
the need for resealing the brick 
facades, which had been damag¬ 
ed by sandblasting. He recom¬ 
mended that they then be re¬ 
painted to their original white 
with colored trim. 

He also called for restoration 
of lighting fixtures as close 
as possible to those which 
were originally in place. (A few 
of the original fixtures still ex¬ 
ist, though they have not been 
used in recent years because 
they are wired to the buildings 
on which they rest, rather than 
into the outdoor lighting system 
controlled by the city). He also 
called for a return to movable 
canvas awnings such as were 
used when the buildings were 
new. 

Along the Centerway facade 
of the west group of buildings, 
Lethbridge recommended chang¬ 
ing the windows and door open¬ 
ing of the Sovran Bank, a struc¬ 
ture added during World War II, 
after the original buildings had 
been constructed, to make them 
conform to the window design 
of the rest of the facade. 

In order to change “the brutal 
look” of the Co-op building, he 
recommended an arcade of small 
shops cut into the building off 
the north parking lot, to run 
along both sides of the corner 
where the postoffice is located. 
He also recommended removal 
of the stone facing of the upper 
level of the Co-op building on 
the mall and returning the struc¬ 
ture to its approximate appear¬ 
ance when it was first construc¬ 
ted. He especially urged that 
windows face into the open 
space.

Although the professional 
building does not conform to the 
original “modernistic” design of 
the center, Lethbridge felt that 
a canopied walkway connecting 
it to the other buildings would 
tend to disguise its lack of har¬ 
mony. This was the one build¬ 
ing, he felt, which could even¬ 
tually be added to, should more 
space he needed in the center. 

The original swimming pool 
building should be preserved, 
Lethbridge said, and an addition 
like the proposed indoor pool 
should be carefully designed to 
preserve the spirit of the or¬ 
iginal. Though he endorsed the 
design of the newer wing of the 
Municipal Building, he deplored 
the inharmonious design of the 
original portion. He recommend¬ 
ed an eventual remodeling with 
a possible third-story addition. 

Design Review Board 

The only proposal by the two 
planners to generate any con¬ 
troversy was Lethbridge’s advo¬ 
cacy of a professional design re¬ 
view board, a body of three to 
five members, to set up guide¬ 
lines for all changes to be made 
in the historic part of the city. 
“It has to have clout behind it,"

What is nonsurgical gum 
treatment? 

Many people avoid being 
treated for periodontal (gum) 
disease because they feel that 
surgery will be necessary to 
treat the condition. Recently 
published studies, however, 
have shown that, in many cas¬ 
es, periodontal disease can be 
controlled through a combin¬ 
ation of nonsurgical methods. 

Known as the Keyes Tech¬ 
nique (rhymes with ‘‘eyes”), 
it is based on the research of 
Dr. Paul Keyes, a former sci¬ 
entist for the National Insti¬ 
tute of Health. He found 
that, following a careful pro¬ 
fessional cleaning and scaling 
of the teeth, the regular daily 
use of a specific combination 
of peroxide, baking soda and 
salt can control the bacteria 
thought to be responsible for 
periodontal disease. Profes¬ 
sional supervision along with 
continuous monitoring with a 
microscope is absolutely es¬ 
sential. 

It must be stressed that, al¬ 
though growing in popular¬ 
ity, the technique has not yet 
been proven under scientific¬ 
ally controled conditions. Nev¬ 
ertheless, dentists nationwide 
have reported high levels of 
success, and, where there was 
a failure to respond favorab¬ 
ly, traditional surgical meth¬ 
ods could still be utilized.
